SPRING MEETING OF THE LEAGUE OF 
HISTORICAL SOCIETIES OF NEW JERSEY 

On Saturday, March 21, 1981 the 

Historical Society of Haddonfield 

was the host for the Spring meeting 

of the League of Historical Societies 

of New Jersey. The Society has been 

a member of the League since the 

latter’s founding in 1966, at which 

time our own Louis Goettelmann 

designed the League’s official seal. 

The day began with registration and 
coffee at the Friends Meeting House. 
After greetings from the Society's 
president, Dorothy McGlade, and 
Haddonfield 's mayor, Theodore van 
den Beemt, a short business meeting 
was conducted by League Chairman 
Joan C. Hull. One hundred and fifty 
persons attended. 

All of the day’s events, except the 
business meeting, were the responsi- 
bility of the local Society. Program 
chairman Caroline Moody planned a 
very interesting and informative two- 
part slide presentation featuring 
historic local buildings. The first 
part, "Elizabeth Haddon's Town," con- 
sisted of a selection of William 
Blake’s slides of exteriors of 
Haddonfield buildings, with narration 
by Caroline Moody. The second part, 
"Greenfield Hall* Taste and Tech- 
nology," was presented by John P. 
Graham, a graduate of the University 
of Vermont’s historic preservation 
program. Mr. Graham's slides 
emphasized important architectural

elements of Greenfield Hall's 
interior. At the same time, using 
a second screen, he showed typical 
building styles of the period, 
illustrating the similarities and 
showing details of the fabrication 
of materials used. William W. Leap, 
President of the Camden County 
Historical Society, closed the 
morning session with a lively 
account of "Camden County’s 300th 
Anniversary. " 

After luncheon at Tavistock Country 
Club, League members had the option 
of taking a walking tour in the 
historic district, planned by 
Patricia Lennon. Beautiful spring 
weather made this an attractive 
activity for many. The Fire 
Company Museum, the Indian King 
Tavern, Greenfield Hall and the 
Samuel Mickle House were open, with 
Society members serving as hostess- 
es in the latter three buildings. 


Committee chairmen for the day 
were Caroline Moody, program; 
Betsy McMenamin, registration; 
Mary Carll, luncheon; Patricia 
Lennon, walking tour; Gertrude 
Hess, publications! Evelyn Markoe, 
Greenfield Hall hostesses; and 
Gladys Bewley, general chairman. 


"Alice Through the L poking Glass" 
Fashion Show held on April 4, 1981 
at Friends Auditorium proved to be 
a successful and enlightening 
afternoon for over one hundred and 
forty people. Ferris King, posing 
as the Mad Hatter, and Dianne 
Snodgrass greeted their guests and 
whisked them through a time tunnel 
to a re-creation of how we looked 
in periods passed. Twenty one 
children and seven adults partici- 
pated in the show. 

Pam Rahn, Chairman for this event, 
achieved major milestones for our 
Society through this enrichment 
program. Betsy McMenamin, Publicity, 
received favorable exposure for our 
Society through local and Philadel- 
phia newspapers which hopefully will 
attract prospective members. Mickey 
Mack, Wardrobe, sought professional 
advice on cleaning and restoring the 
clothing to be modeled which came 
from the Society’s Wardrobe Collect- 
im. Through laborious steaming, 
brushing, screen- vacuuming, washing 
and ironing, Mickey gave life to 
our previously limp and wrinkled 
costumes. After extensive research 
on children’s and adults’ fashions, 
Dianne Snodgrass, Research and 
Commentary, provided the public 
with accurate descriptions of our 
historical facts on daily life. 
Ticket sales were organized by Judy 
Hensel. Claire Driscoll, Refresh- 
ments, served our guests cool punch 
and homemade cookies, climaxing a 
warm spring experience. Tony 
Scoleri’s Mane Stop Salon in Haddon- 
field donated time to create period 
hair styles on six of our children. 

Pam Rahn and her committee should 
feel proud they were successful in 
achieving their goals - exposure 
for our Society conducive to new 
membership and historical enrichment 
for our guests and their children.
